remarks which will b e read with interest. 
The Board is supposed to b e composed of 
gentlemen appointed on account of their 
good judgment and most excellent knowl­ 
edge of b usiness; and selected from learn­ 
ed citizens in various portions of the 
union that no section shall b e neglected 
in that b ehalf. 
By the talk of politicians 
and many newspapers, and "leading rail­ 
road managers,” and others who have 
got in their howls concerning imaginary 
evils of tnis railroad b ill, we have b een 
urged to consider it as a measure design- 
| ed b y Senator Cullom and company for 
the destruction of the country. 
Here are 
newspapers in Lee county who give as­ 
surance that nothing b ut ruin can b e 
looked for-u n less the b ill is soon repeal­ 
ed. 
And a most wonderful feature of 
this very b ad b ill—mind you, considered 
b ad b y the railroad companies—is its 
vagueness. 
None of these can possib ly 
understand its meaning. 
However, the 
commission, appointed b y the President 
expressly to study its provisions and en­ 
force them, appears to u n u t^ton d the 
b ill thoroughly, and now states that there 
is “ nothing novel in the law.” 
It is 
simply proposed b y congress that railroad 
companies shall come down from their 
high heels and stand on a level with other 
corporations; conduct their uffairs like 
common people and manage b usiness with 
“some regard for the common law.” This 
is not unreasonab le, and the commission 
sarcastically remarks that the Inter State 
commerce law was made for the good of 
the people and its enforcement will b e a 
greal b enefit. The commission give some 
gentle hints to railroad companies regard­ 
ing their spleeniah conduct in miscon­ 
struing the law and their mean efforts 
tending to mako the act odious; and 
quoting the new law as authority for all 
manner of petty exaction."

One of the first men I encountered waa 
the cook Lee, who had enlisted at Boston 
some months previous. Dumb ? No more 
than I am. 
The fellow simply desired to 
leave tho navy, and, not ‘wishing to 
desert, lmd chewed a piece of soap on the 
Sunday morning in question and pur­ 
posely shrieked in order to attract atten­ 
tion as he fell to the deck.

The supply of railroad ties is a matter 
of growing importance for the New Eng­ 
land farmer, and certain ex jieriments 
made at the suggestion of Professor Sar­ 
gent b y the Boston and Providence rail­ 
road have an important 1 earing on ifc. 
Fifty-two ties were laid in Decemb er, 
18 78 , on a track in Boston where the 
traffic is very heavy, having an average 
of six ty-five trains daily. 
Ten kinds of 
wood were tried, live in the natural state 
and five creosoted. 
None of the ties 
rotted, ex cept one of the ailantus; the 
others that had to b e removed had b een 
injured b y the hammering of the trains. 
Spruce, 
hemlock, 
larch 
and 
south­ 
ern pine 
have 
all 
suffered 
b adly 
in 
this 
way. 
White 
oak 
lasted 
well, b ut it holds the spikes so firmly that 
they cannot lie drawn when the rails 
have to b e shifted. 
Creosoted elm and 
b irch did well, and are to he recom­ 
mended. 
Chestnut was, unfortunately, 
not included in the ex periment, although 
K is considered one of the b est woods for 
ties. 
The b ehavior of the catalpa was 
one of the most interesting features of the 
case; it has b een highly spoken of forties 
on account of its practical indestructi­ 
b ility when placed in the soil, and all the 
ties of this wood here tried are still sound, 
ex cept just under the rails, where they 
are crushed nearly to pulp, so as to b e of 
no service whatever for roads of heavy 
traffic. -Scipnce.
